The former Ward 1 Councillor in 
Caledon is eyeing a run in the federal 
riding of Dufferin-Caledon following 
her failed run for Mayor. 

“It is being considered. [ll put it 
out there,” she told Newstalk Sauga 
960. 

"T think it’s a really big process. Be- 
cause it's open now you're going to 
not only have those who contested it, 
you’re going to have new people 


jumping in. I’m sure you're going to 
see a lot of new people jumping in,” 
she said. 

She’ll be looking to take over from 
retiring Conservative MP David 
Tilson. 

Outgoing Orangeville Mayor Je- 
remy Williams has announced his in- 
tention to seek the Dufferin-Caledon 
nomination as well. 

Shaughnessy, who served one term 
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councillor, lost to incumbent Allan 
Thompson in the election on Oct. 22. 
He won with over 45 per cent of 
the vote over Shaughnessy, and Kelly 
Darnley, a former head of the Cale- 
don Chamber of Commerce. Shaugh- 
nessy finished second with around 
5,000 votes, 30 per cent support. 
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Brampton man dead in region’s 23rd homicide

A 23 year-old Brampton 
man is dead in the region’s 
latest homicide case of the 
year. 

Officers responded to the 
scene of a single-vehicle 
accident early Tuesday 
morning on the _ north- 
bound Highway 410, near 
the Courtney Park Drive 
off-ramp. 

Upon arriving at the 
scene of the crash, emer- 
gency crews located a sin- 
gle occupant, 23 year-old 
Jason Ramkishun, who had 
a single gunshot wound 
and had crashed the vehi- 
cle in a ditch. 

Ramkishun was_ subse- 
quently transported to 
Sunnybrook Hospital in 
critical condition, but suc- 
cumbed to his injuries 
shortly thereafter. 

“This is a shooting now, 
and (Peel Police’s Homi- 
cide) unit is involved,” 
Constable Harinder Sohi 


said in a statement. 

Tuesday’s incident marks 
the latest in a series of vio- 
lent incidents throughout 
the region, with the previ- 
ous homicide taking place 
just over a week earlier in 
Mississauga. 

Authorities responded to 
a premises on Mavis Road 
on Nov. 2 and located a 56 
year-old man, Ross Ing- 
berg, which subsequently 
led to the discovery at a 
separate residence of a de- 
ceased 47 year-old woman, 
Linda Santos. 

Santos’ death was later 
demed the result of a 
homicide. Investigators in 
that case believe the mat- 
ter to be an isolated inci- 
dent, say Peel Police 
representatives. 

In Peel, there have al- 
ready been 23 murders this 
year, compared with 16 all 
of last year, which has put 
a strain on police re- 


sources. 

Police Chief Jennifer 
Evans has asked the 
province to give the Region 
more cash to deal with vi- 
olent crime after Toronto 
received an additional $25 
million to fight guns and 
gangs. 

Last year, cops seized 
429 firearms off the streets 
of Peel. By July of this year, 
police had already seized 
247 firearms off the streets 
of Brampton and Missis- 
sauga. 

Peel Police’s Homicide 
Division is asking wit- 
nesses who may have sur- 
veillance video, dashcam 
footage or additional infor- 
mation related to the case

“It’s an interesting 
seat,” she said of Duf- 
ferin-Caledon. “We call it 
‘rurban’, which is a real 
mix of rural and urban. I 
think to do justice to that 
riding, you have to havea 
total understanding of 
both those elements.” 

She points out geo- 
graphically, Dufferin is 
about twice the size of 
Caledon, but both are 
very similar in terms of 
makeup with a mix of, 
“agriculture, business, 
urban centres, small 
hamlets and villages.” 

“T think what we need 
in Dufferin-Caledon is 
someone from the riding 
who understands the rid- 
ing, has a passion for 
growing the base. I be- 
lieve in fresh new energy 


and ideas. It’s about re- 
generating a riding, to ex- 
pand it and be inclusive,” 
she said. 

The riding has been a 
Conservative stronghold 
and Shaughnessy says she 
expects that to continue. 
She says there’s little ap- 
petite for ‘parachute can- 
didates’ in the riding. 

“Tf you're going to come 
in, please come in be- 
cause you have a passion 
and love for the commu- 
nity. I hate to see people 
come in just because it's a 
stepping-stone. We want 
to know we have some- 
body who is our contact 
who really cares about us, 
not just coming here for 
the moment. No para- 
chute candidates.” She 
says she believes the rid- 
ing association is in 
agreement with that too.

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In media, it seems all I do 
some days is nothing but 
talk. 

I take both taxis and Uber 
several times a week and I 
have no problem chatting to 
my drivers, and inevitably I 
ask them, “Where are you 
from?” 

India, Turkey, Jamaica, 
Pakistan, Iran and Iraq are 
just a few of the countries 
that are listed in answer to 
my question. “How long 
have you been here?” is my 
usual next question, and the 
answer ranges from a single 
year to more than 20. 

I will quickly admit that I 
too am an immigrant, and 
then they start asking me 
questions. I quickly joke that 
I came to Canada some 55 
years ago on a boat from 
Scotland, to which they usu- 
ally respond with a giggle 
and a laugh. 

I explain to them that my 
parents brought me _ to 


Canada a few years earlier 
and my mom was homesick, 
so we returned to Scotland. 

Within a few years, they 
once again believed that 
Canada was the land of op- 
portunity, so we returned. I 
was only six years old. 

You can always reflect on 
today’s world as to what it 
was like in 1963. Canada 
was 18 million strong, a 
thriving young county with 
hopes and dreams still ahead 
of it, (along with two World 
Wars and a Korean conflict). 

Canada was still looking to 
the future, but it would need 
people. 

Our family’s arrival and 
struggles completely com- 
pare to today’s newly landed 
immigrants. The difference 
is simply the dollar value, 
and the struggles are the 
same. 

What has not changed is 
that we are still a relatively 
young country of just 34 
million. We pale in compari- 
son to many smaller coun- 
tries in the world with much 
larger populations. 

Is this still the land of op- 


portunity? Simply put, YES. 

As for us immigrants, we 
are now second and third 
generations. It’s the same for 
people that came here in the 
sixties, seventies and eight- 
ies. If you came here in 1989 
as a young person, you’ve 
married and had children, 
and those children are now 


fully integrated in to life in 
Canada. 

That cycle will continue to 
repeat itself for decades. 

Let’s not forget we were 
not here first. We all came 
from somewhere else and 
settled in Canada. 

Why is it so hard for peo- 
ple not to have the compas- 


sion for those coming here 
today? Surely someone had 
the patience to see you and 
your family get settled here 
in Canada. 

Take politics out of this 
equation and you just have 
people. 

Yes, this country was built 
by those same people. 


Peel comes up short in Amazon HQ2 decision

Close, but no cigar. 

Amazon announced 
Tuesday morning that New 
York City and northern 
Virginia will be the twin 
sites of the e-commerce 
giant’s second headquar- 
ters, bringing to rest 
months of speculation and 
jockeying from _ cities 
across North America. 

While Toronto Region’s 
bid, which included poten- 
tial sites in Brampton and 
Mississauga, cracked the 
final 20 bids for the cov- 
eted headquarters, Ama- 
zon focused on NYC and 
Virginia for their major tax 
incentives. 

"These two locations will 
allow us to attract world- 
class talent that will help 
us to continue inventing 
for customers for years to 
come," Amazon CEO Jeff 
Bezos said in a statement. 


The online retailer 
stands to benefit from 
$1.525 billion in incentives 
from New York, plus $573 
million from Virginia, 
along with an estimated 
25,000 new jobs per loca- 
tion. 

The race for the best bid 
had many benefits for 
Toronto and Peel Region, 
however, with a bid book 
showcasing the  area’s 
strengths to Amazon being 
downloaded more than 
17,000 times by the end of 
the bidding process. 

Brampton itself had rea- 
son to celebrate, as the bid 
highlighted the CAA Lands, 
part of the City’s push for 
the Brampton 2040 Vision 
project and a key site for 
multi-use development 
and investment, offering 
112 acres up for use. 

“Amazon HQ2 was an op- 


portunity to supercharge 
tech-focused job growth in 
Brampton,” said the city’s 
economic development 
chair, Jeff Bowman, in a 
statement Tuesday 
evening. 

“However, we’re confi- 
dent our economic devel- 
opment strategy, the work 
we’re doing with the CAA 
lands and our exciting tech 
sector remain strong driv- 
ers for achieving Bramp- 
ton’s 2040 Vision.” 

Similar sentiments were 
expressed by Toronto 
Global, which released a 
joint statement on behalf 
of the Mayors and regional 
chairs who collaborated on 
the bid proposal. 

“Global businesses don’t 
see municipal boundaries; 
instead they look to assets 
across an entire region to 
support their activities,” 


Toronto Global said. 

“Including the Toronto 
Region in the HQ2 compe- 
tition shows that when we 
work together, we are of a 
scale that rivals the most 
competitive cities in North 
America.” 

Despite that vote of con- 
fidence, some businesses 
breathed a sigh of relief 
that Amazon wasn’t bring- 
ing HQ2 to the local area. 

“If Amazon had selected 


Toronto as its HQ2, it 
would have soaked up the 
remaining talent, moving 
jobs away from Canadian 
companies,” Carl  Ro- 
drigues, the CEO of mobile 
software company Soti 
Inc., said last week during 
an interview on Report on 
Business. 

“This would have made it 
next to impossible for our 
homegrown companies to 
compete.”

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Harper’s ‘hyper-partisanship’ was bad,

It wasn’t long ago that 
Justin Trudeau ripped for- 
mer PM Stephen Harper as 
a ‘hyper-partisan’ who was 
failing Canada because of 
his belligerent relationship 
with ex-President Barack 
Obama. 

In a Canadian Press story 
dated June 23, 2015, 
Trudeau, who would later 
be elected PM, accused 
Harper of, “flubbing 
Canada’s most important 
diplomatic relationship - 
with the U.S.” 

“After almost a decade of 
Harper as prime minister, 
Canada has less influence in 
Washington", Trudeau said. 

He attributed that to 
Harper’s hyper-partisan- 
ship, which Trudeau said 
renders the prime minister 
unable to work with people 
who don’t share his ideol- 
ogy, such as_ President 
Barack Obama.” 

Right. If only Trudeau 
were PM, Canada would 
take the high road, eschew- 
ing ‘hyper-partisanship’ in 
favour of working with our 
“most important diplomatic 
relationship". 

Fast-forward three and a 
half years. PM Buffoon is 
barely on speaking terms 


with the U.S President. He 
publicly attacks President 
Trump with impunity. 

Even an event marking 
the end of the First World 
War is deemed an appropri- 
ate venue to criticize the 
President of the U.S., our 
“most important diplomatic 
relationship.” 

Trudeau took his cue from 
fellow globalist French Pres- 
ident Emmanuel Macron 
who politicized Armistice 
Day, saying, “Patriotism is 
the exact opposite of nation- 
alism: Nationalism is trea- 
son... If we think our 
interests may only come 
first and we don’t care for 
others, it is treason of our 
values, a betrayal of all 
moral values. We must re- 
member this.” 

Actually, Macron (and 
Trudeau’s) decision to adopt 
globalist policies like open 
borders, to the detriment of 
those who elected them, 
strikes me as the real trea- 
son. 

In taking a shot at Trump, 
Trudeau told the Toronto 
Star, “When people feel 
their institutions can’t pro- 
tect them, they look for easy 
answers in populism, in na- 
tionalism, in closing bor- 
ders, in shutting down 
trade, in xenophobia.” 

Apparently, PM Buffoon 
prefers complicated an- 


swers to real solutions. On 
the issue of trade, Trudeau 
flatly dismissed Trump’s 
offer to drop all trade tariffs 
between his country and 
Canada. 

As for our border crisis, 
Trudeau has done an about 
face after tweeting out the 
welcome mat to asylum 
seekers. His government is 
now scrambling to throw 
out thousands of ‘failed 


refugees’, who crossed the 


= 


border seeking to become 
Canadians, costing us mil- 
lions to process. 

Public Safety Minister 
Ralph Goodale now says, 
“We've indicated that we 
have to pick up the pace in 
terms of that activity. We’ve 
provided some extra re- 
sources for CBSA to do the 
work that’s necessary.” 
“The law is clear. When a 
person has been found to be 
ineligible to be in Canada 
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and they have exhausted all 
avenues of appeal then they 
become subject to removal 
and CBSA is obliged to re- 
move people as rapidly as 
possible when they fall into 
that situation and they do 
that job quite literally every 
day.” 

Now facing a growing 
backlash from voters on the 
border crisis, Trudeau opted 
for the ‘easy answer’ of 
making it look like he’s get-

ting tough on failed 
claimants and stepping up 
expulsions. 


Back in 2015, Canadian 
Press noted Trudeau “ac- 
cused Harper of refusing to 
do anything to mollify 
American environmental 
concerns about the Key- 
stone XL pipeline proposal, 
which would pump crude 
from Alberta’s oil sands to 
the US Gulf Coast, and of 
further antagonizing Obama 
by trying to force his hand 
on the issue.” 

Three years after Trudeau 
took the reins in Ottawa 
vowing to move such proj- 
ects along, U.S. district 
court Judge Brian Morris 
tabled a decision halting 
construction of the Key- 
stone XL oil pipeline. 

An environmental groups’ 
lawsuit gave Judge Morris, 
an Obama appointee, the 
pretext to reverse Trump’s 
decision to green light the 
project, effectively halting 
construction for now. 

I thought the delays were 
Harper’s fault. So much for 
PM Buffoon’s er... 'charm of- 
fensive’.

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The fight for affordable housing - and those who benefit

Well - I'm back! And it 
may get real under this pen. 

If you remember, I ran for 
regional councillor for 
Wards 7&8 in Brampton. 
The reason I ran was to give 
me a platform to change 
things for the better. 

Well, I didn't get in. But 
I've realized that a political 
position is not the only 
place you can affect change 
from. Although, the salary 
is a nice back-up while 
you're toiling in the 
trenches. 

A new day has dawned in 
Peel since I last wrote in 
these pages. We have a new 
radio station, Newstalk 
Sauga 960 AM. They were 
very generous in having me 
come in to talk about any- 
thing I wanted to talk about 
in the run-up to the elec- 
tion. 

But this radio station - 
coupled with this news 
paper - are going to be the 
light that gets shone in dark 
places in Peel. 

The first place I want to 


shine the light is 1155 
Queen Street East in 
Brampton. 


This is a Peel Housing 
building where there was a 
fire about four weeks ago. A 
number of families have 
been evacuated by Peel 
Housing management. 
Some had insurance - oth- 
ers found things like food 
were more pressing ex- 
penses. 

Almost a week ago, I was 
contacted by such a family. 
Mom, Dad and three kids. 

At the point I was con- 
tacted by them, they were 
in a hotel paid for by the 
Region of Peel. They were 
told in no uncertain terms 
that their hotel stay would 
be coming to an end this 
past Saturday. It was sug- 
gested, with no place for 
this family to go, that they 


should check in to a shelter. 

Now, let's acknowledge 
that there are few or no 
shelters in Peel that cater to 
intact families. This is an 
intact family. 

Now - I had a choice to 
make. I am NOT elected. 
This is NOT my job. These 
people are NOT my prob- 
lem. But being a leader isn't 
about having a title. And 
helping people is what lead- 
ers do. 

My first calls were to a 
few political friends. 

I must say that while I 
have the utmost respect for 
these people I called - there 
hasn't been much in the 
way of help for this family. 

I first talked to these peo- 
ple on Thursday last week. 
We've had ongoing conver- 
sations and texts several 
times a day since then. 

As I write this (a Monday 
night), I've just got back 
from visiting them in the 
apartment - where, in spite 
of damage that they're told 
may take months to repair, 
they're making do. It's bet- 
ter than a shelter. 

I don't tell you this to 
make myself out to be some 
sort of hero. No! What I've 
been doing is something all 
the actual paid public ser- 
vants should have been 
doing, too. I shouldn't be 
some one-off to this family. 
We should have lots of peo- 
ple helping this family. 

Frankly, I'm kind of 
shocked and saddened by 
this lack of compassion for 
these people. 

When I was a firefighter, 
we didn't spray one tank of 
water on the fire and tell 
the home owner, “welp, 
sorry, Bud! That's the tank 
of water we have on-board. 
Gonna hafta let 'er burn 
now.” No. 

We humped hose until we 
got the Goddamn fire put 


out. We literally risked our 
lives to make things right. 

It should be the same 
with a family in Peel who is 
facing being sent to shelters 
by a faceless, unfeeling bu- 
reaucracy and politicos who 
- I regret to say - are more 
interested in politics than 
service to people. 

There should be people on 
the public payroll seeing 
this family through. There 
should have been a LEGION 
of such people. 

I will be monitoring this 
family and their progress. If 
there is any more failure on 
the part of supposed lead- 
ers - I'm gonna shine a 
bright light on that. It's a 
New Day in Peel! 

This situation generally 
illustrates that we have 
problems in Peel Housing. 
Apparently there was no 
plan for something like this. 

Things like repairs to 
apartments have to be con- 
tracted out. There's no con- 
tingency for an emergency 
in Peel Housing. 

They've had to make this 
up on the fly. 

This would be akin to the 
fire department running 
out of fuel at a call - be- 
cause nobody thought 
ahead to arrange fuel deliv- 
ery to emergency scenes if 
necessary. 

The ball-drop at Peel 
Housing is inexcusable! 

Herewith - I put my 
elected officials on notice 
that I expect better. And I 
will be watching for better. 

If I don't see better - I'm 
going to be screaming 
about that long and loud in 
every media outlet I can get 
on. And believe me - I in- 
tend to be heard A LOT in 
Peel Region from now on. 
In print - and on-the-air. 

The one bright light in all 
of this has got to be again — 
the only people who prove 


they care again and again - 
our faith community. My 
buddy Rev. Jamie Holtom of 
North Bramalea United 
Church was right on the 
ball when I asked him about 
assistance from the faith 
community. 

He was able to quote a 
number of programs that 
my friends could access 
right off the top of his head. 
(For example - did you 
know there's a Furniture 
Bank in Brampton? It's run 
by I CARE at Emmanuel 
Christian Reform Church. 
(Email: icare.freefurni- 
ture@gmail.com) 

Here's a tip for all my po- 
litical friends. WATCH how 
much Jamie cares. He does- 
n't do this so that everyone 
will put him on a pedestal. 
He does this to say; “follow 
me!! Pass me, please! We're 
all in this together!! We're 
all better if we can manage 
a little more humanity!” 
There's our model! 

In the end - what I think 
this family really, really 
wanted was just a little bit 
of understanding. And 
probably they wanted a big- 
ger helping of someone to 


just care. So I sat with them 
this evening and I cared 
about them, commiserated 
with them and proposed so- 
lutions to their problems. 

It seemed really clear that 
a lot of this was a Momma- 
Bear named Maricar Darby 
- just looking out for her 
three kids. Let's hear it for 
Momma-Bears who care!! 

I often said to people 
when I was campaigning 
that the election was about 
the difference between 
those who are desperate to 
simply be politicians - and 
those who desire to be com- 
munity leaders. 

Well, on this specific case 
and the general situation 
with Peel Housing that 
needs to be resolved with 
respect to their poor con- 
tingency and emergency 
planning for such eventual- 
ities - I'm looking for lead- 
ers. We all should be. 

But Peel will no longer be 
this dark place where crap 
like this can happen to peo- 
ple without anyone know- 
ing. From this point 


forward - I'm going shine a 
bright light on things that 
shouldn't happen! 


Stay tuned - because I 
hope to be able to report to 
you soon who the real lead- 
ers of Brampton will be 
who come forward to help 
this family and to solve 
these problems at Peel 
Housing. 

I hope that I will be able 
to cite more than the pas- 
tors of a few churches as 
the people who really care.

Investigators from 
Peel Police’s Major Col- 
lision Bureau are seek- 
ing the public’s 
assistance in their in- 
vestigation into a fail to 
remain collision that oc- 
curred in Mississauga 
late last week.

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Gang violence key focus of legislative reform, says Scheer

A war of words is shaping 
up between the federal gov- 
ernment and opposition 
parties over the impact of 
gun violence in the local 
community, with key deci- 
sion-makers making 
pledges to increase funding 
and protect local residents. 

"The Canadian govern- 
ment's most sacred respon- 
sibility is to keep its citizens 
safe," said Scheer, speaking 
at a Brampton Board of 
Trade members' meeting 
last week about the impact 
of gun violence on the local 
community. "Canadians 
should feel safe where they 
live... and they should have 
the confidence that the gov- 
ernment takes their safety 
and security seriously." 

Scheer was in town to an- 
nounce a commitment from 
the Conservatives to 
toughen up laws towards 
gun violence, including a 
pledge to end automatic 
bail entitlement for repeat 
offenders and enshrine a 
list of known gang organi- 
zations in the Criminal 
Code. 

The wave of gang violence 
in large urban areas like 


Brampton, including a rash 
of parking lot brawls this 
past summer that prompted 
local politicians and Peel 
Police Chief Jennifer Evans 
to push for a community 
safety plan and more fund- 
ing for advocacy and public 
protection, has reached 
critical levels, said Scheer, 
who said local residents are 
feeling less safe on their 
own streets. 

Evans echoed similar 
statements earlier this fall, 
saying that she and local 
politicians have lobbied the 
province to provide more 
funding to deal with violent 
crime after $25 million was 
pledged to Toronto to fight 
gangs and guns. 

“T would like to see Mis- 
sissauga and Brampton get 
a share of that (funding),” 
Evans said in September, 
noting that recent alterca- 
tions in shopping malls and 
plazas throughout the latter 
have caused public concern 
and undue fear from local 
communities. 

“My concern is for my 
community and for my offi- 
cers responding to these 
calls. My hope is these ad- 


ditional funds will help al- 
leviate the strain.” 

A summit on gun and 
gang violence, convened by 
the Liberals earlier this 
year, had a number of ex- 
perts attesting that govern- 
ments must adopt a holistic 
approach, via supporting 
prevention, gang exit and 
enforcement initiatives. To 
that end, the feds are in- 
vesting $86 million towards 
the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police and Canada 
Border Services Agency to 
help prevent firearms from 
coming into the country il- 
legally, via initiatives in- 
cluding expanded x-ray 
technology at air cargo fa- 
cilities and postal centres, 
along with training on the 
detection of concealed 
goods in vehicles crossing 
the border. 

“Criminal gun and gang 
violence is a grave threat to 
the safety and prosperity of 
Brampton," said Brampton- 
North MP Ruby Sahota in a 
statement Tuesday morn- 
ing, who said the Liberals 
are committed to combat- 
ing gun violence by work- 
ing together with local 


communities and providing 
common-sense legislation. 
"Tackling illegal trafficking 
of firearms is an important 
step in addressing this 


threat." 
Sahota went on to crticize 
Scheer's pledges,

Bolton brass company fined after industrial death

A Bolton brassmaker has 
been fined $22,000 after a 
horrifying industrial acci- 
dent that took place last 
year at the company’s 
Toronto plant. 

JTF Davco Limited, a 
company that fabricates 
screws from brass and 
other metal stock, had the 
decision leveled against the 
owner, Bolton’ resident 
Robert Markle, last Thurs- 
day in Toronto court. 

The judgement stems 
from a Feb. 2017 incident 
in which a worker operat- 
ing an automatic screw 
machine was fatally in- 
jured at the company’s 
Millwick Drive location. 

Among other items, the 
plant fabricates threaded 
screws from brass and 
other metal. 

On the day of the inci- 
dent, Feb. 15, 2017, a 
worker was responsible for 
overseeing the operation of 
a five-spindle machine, 
which includes loading 
stock into the machine and 


checking for quality con- 
trol. 

The machine the worker 
was overseeing had an ex- 
posed stock reel which fea- 
tured five tubs which were 
used to feed 12-foot rods of 
brass stock into, which 
were subsequently used to 
create fabricated inserts. 
Two locking collars held 
the stock reel together, 
with each having five ex- 
posed bolts jutting out 
from each of them. 

At the time of the acci- 
dent, the worker was sit- 
ting on a wooden crate 
near the exposed stock reel 
with their back to it. The 
location was not a desig- 
nated seating area. 

The worker’s shirt collar 
was grabbed by the ex- 
posed bolt heads of the 
stock reel and they were 
pulled into the machine, 
which caused fatal injuries. 
The worker’s cause of 
death was later ruled by a 
coroner as due to neck 
compression. 


An investigation by au- 
thorities later highlighted 
that both the stock reel and 
the locking collars were 
not protected by a guard or 
any other device to prevent 
access to the moving parts, 
which was also highlighted 
by the province’s Industrial 
Establishments Regulation, 
which prohibits companies 
having exposed moving 
parts on a machine, prime 
mover or piece of trans- 
mission equipment. 

Company director Markle 
subsequently pleaded 
guilty to the charge of fail- 
ing as a director to ensure 
that the company complied 
with provincial regulations 
contrary to the Occupa- 
tional Health and Safety 
Act in Toronto court, and 
was fined by Justice of the 
Peace Rosanne Giulietti in 
Toronto court. 

The court also imposed a 
25-per-cent victim fine 
surcharge as required by 
the Provincial Offences Act.

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AstraZeneca announces results of new drug trial 


Anew drug designed 
to combat heart failure 
has showed a significant 
reduction in hospitaliza- 
tion, a major Missis- 
sauga drugmaker 
announced last week. 

AstraZeneca an- 
nounced positive results 
for the clinical trial of 
Forgixa at the American 
Heart Association’s Sci- 
entific Sessions confer- 
ence in Chicago, IL on 
Saturday, which was 
tested on more than 
1,500 Canadian patients, 
and which were subse- 
quently published in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

The trial, known as 
DECLARE-TIMI, tested a 
total of 17,000 patients 
and showed that there 
was a Significant reduc- 
tion in the risk of hospi- 
talization for heart 
failure or death by 17% 
versus a placebo. 

The DECLARE-TIMI 
trial was sponsored by 
AstraZeneca to evaluate 


the effect of the Forxiga 
drug compared with 
placebo on cardiovascu- 
lar outcomes in adults, 
including patients with 
multiple risk factors or 
established cardiovascu- 
lar disease. DECLARE 
included more than 
17,000 patients across 
882 sites in 33 countries 
and was independently 
run in_ collaboration 
with academic investi- 
gators from the TIMI 
study group (Boston, 
USA) and the Hadassah 
Hebrew University Med- 
ical Center (Jerusalem, 
Israel). 

"DECLARE is the 
largest and longest of 
our completed trials in- 
vestigating the cardio- 
vascular effects of a 
diabetes therapy,” said 
University of Toronto 
professor Dr. Lawrence 
Leiter, who was one of 
the lead investigators on 
the trial. 

“The study showed a 
significant reduction in 


the risk of heart failure, 
one of the most common 
cardiac complications of 
diabetes, in a_ broad 
range of patients with 
diabetes." 

The reduction in heart 
failure/death was con- 
sistent across the entire 
patient population, 
which included those 
with CV risk factors and 
those with established 
CV disease. 

"These positive results 
are clinically relevant to 
the 425 million people 
worldwide living with 
diabetes, of whom those 
with T2D have a two-to- 
five times greater risk of 
heart failure along with 
an increased risk of a 
heart attack or stroke,” 
Elisabeth Bjérk, vice 
president, head of car- 
diovascular, renal and 
metabolism at Global 
Medicines Development, 
said during the confer- 
ence. 

“Heart failure survival 
rates are only 50% after 


five years from diagno- 
sis, which is why these 
new findings are so im- 
portant in broadening 
our understanding of 
how to go beyond blood 
glucose so we may bet- 
ter address this serious 
and often overlooked 
cardiovascular compli- 


cation." 

Three further clinical 
trials are set to follow in 
the coming months. 

Based on Middlegate 
Rd. in southeastern Mis- 
sissauga, AstraZeneca 
Canada employs about 
700 people in the coun- 
try who research, de- 


velop and market medi- 
cines to treat cardiovas- 
cular and metabolic 
diseases, 

cancer and respiratory 
diseases. 

It is owned by the 
Anglo-Swedish As- 
traZeneca multinational. 
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GeoHub wins kudos at data summit 


Brampton’s GeoHub ini- 
tiative recently made 
waves when it received a 
major award last week 
during the Canadian 
Open Data Summit, held 
in Niagara Falls. 

The team behind the 
project received the 2018 
Open Data Accessibility 
Award at the summit, 
which recognizes na- 
tional leaders that have 


helped improve accessi- 
bility by assessing, shap- 
ing and evaluating local 
services and programs. 

Collecting and sharing 
data makes connecting 
with the community eas- 
ier, said the city’s chief 
information officer, 
Katharine Kulson. 

“We are seeing expo- 
nential growth in techno- 
logical innovations in 


urban centres,” Kulson 
said. “Making data acces- 
sible to residents, busi- 
ness owners, investors, 
students and others cre- 
ates unique collaboration 
avenues for economic and 
social support, public 
health and community 
safety as part of our 2040 
Vision.” 

The City views data as 
an important driver of in- 
novation, said Kulson, 
and that understanding 
patterns and trends gives 
evidence to enable Smart 
City technologies that en- 
hance the everyday qual- 
ity of life for Brampton 
residents.

Ng also participated in a 
discussion on the impor- 
tance of trade deals like the 
United States-Mexico- 
Canada Agreement 
(USMCA) and promoted the 
opportunities and supports 
available for businesses to 
start up, scale up and access 
new markets. The Minister 
continued these discussions 
later on in the day with a 
roundtable with members of 
the Canada-India export 
business community. 

The current economic cli- 
mate is good news for entre- 
preneurs that want to start 
and grow their business in 
Brampton and beyond, said 
Ng.

New downtown plan goes live

Peel Matters - Peace Requires Participation

In recognition of the 100- 
year anniversary of the 
Armistice that ended World 
War 1 and Remembrance 
Day observances, I began 
“poppy tagging” residents 
late last month. 


‘Poppy tagging' entails 


dressing in layers, pinning 
on a "Poppy Volunteer" rib- 
bon, wearing my Legion pin, 
and showing up at inconve- 
niently busy times in high 
traffic areas: grocery stores, 


Canadian Tire stores, LCBO 
outlets, GO train stations 
and the like. 

As a civilian, associate 
member of Royal Canadian 
Legion and the Ladies’ Aux- 
illary Branch 182, I felt it 


was important this year, 
perhaps more than ever, to 
put a spotlight on the sacri- 
fices our veterans have 
made over the last century. 

I was dressed for the 
weather, but not for the 
‘whether’ - if passersby 
would not want to make a 
contribution, no matter the 
amount. 

I was mistaken to believe 
that that nearly everyone 
would be open to participate 
in wearing a poppy in hon- 
our of those who served, 
and those who returned as 
veterans. 

As the poppy campaign 
ran over the last few weeks, 
I began to sense that I was a 
source of “poppy stigma” for 
some tightly-scheduled train 
commuters. 

They maintained a stone- 
faced resolve to pass me by 
in the same fashion as I had 
seen commuters walk past 
panhandlers who were in- 
visible to them in downtown 
Toronto, the likely work- 
place destination for many 
of those heading eastbound 


on the train. 

Our cashless society cre- 
ated a poppy stigma of an- 
other sort for people who 
wanted to contribute for a 
poppy, but then suddenly re- 
alized that they no longer 
carried cash or change. 

They would rummage 
through pockets and wallet 
with increasing distress. 
Then, with much embar- 
rassment, they would say 
they wanted a poppy but 
they could not pay. 

A wave of relief crossed 
their faces at the welcome to 
be pinned with a poppy 
upon their promise to make 
an on-line donation to the 
Legion’s online campaign 
page (www.legion.ca). 

It was ironic to think that 
the cashless society works 
best for those with lots of 
cash, and not at all for those 
restricted to make do in 
their lives on a cash-only 
basis. 

At the local transit end of 
the Port Credit GO station, 
as I passed by people wait- 
ing for buses, I could tell 


that some wanted a poppy 
but seemed to be financially 
strapped. 

Because earlier contribu- 
tors were very generous, I 
invited the people with 
worn-out coats to wear a 
‘sponsored’ poppy with 
pride and a smile. At a fu- 
ture time, when they could 
be in a better position to 
contribute, I was confident 
they would take up my sug- 
gestion and pay another fu- 
ture poppy tagger. 

In the final week of the 
poppy campaign, several 
contributors made a bulk 
poppy purchase, enough to 
pin every attendee at a 
breakfast meeting, or deck 
out their daughter’s hockey 
team. 

On the last day of tagging 
poppies, there was not 
much left to do except share 
nods and quick smiles with 
those who participated. 

For a fraction of our regu- 
lar day, Flanders’ fields was 
a shared moment, of re- 
membrance and resolve for 
peace.

Caledon students hear from 
World War II veteran 


Grade 7 and 8 students 
from Caledon East Public 
School had the unique oppor- 
tunity last Friday to hear 
from Russell Thompson, a 99 
year-old Canadian veteran 
who fought in World War 
Two. 

During his visit, students 
heard Thompson’s personal 
stories of his time overseas 
and gained a better perspec- 
tive in valuing the freedom 
that Thompson and many 
others fought for. 

Born in Sep. 22, 1919, in 
Dauphin, Manitoba, Thomp- 


son was the second youngest 
of 11 children. His eldest 
brother, Curtis, served in Eu- 
rope during World War One. 
Thompson enlisted into the 
army at the age of 20 and was 
sent to Prince Rupert, British 
Columbia to protect the coun- 
try from a possible attack. 

In 1944, he was sent to 
serve in England, France, Bel- 
gium and The Netherlands to 
support the Allied troops and 
while overseas, he joined the 
Canadian Army’s 5th Divi- 
sion, First Corps, as a radio 
operator and driver.

When the war ended in 
May 1945, Thompson re- 
mained in The Netherlands 
until December to assist in 
dismantling the Allied mili- 
tary presence and help re-es- 
tablish its society. 

Thompson captivated his 
audience as they listened to 
him share the many emotions 
he felt during his time over- 
seas and arrival back home — 
stories that students and staff 
hope to share in efforts to ho- 
nour and commemorate 
Canadian heroes every day.

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Surprise of a lifetime for inspirational Mississauga girl 
at Raptors game

Jadarose Jenner, a 14-year- 
old Mississauga basketball 
player, has endured more in 
her young life than most do 
in a lifetime. 

After discovering a tumour 
on the teenager's knee two 
years ago, doctors decided a 
rotation plasty amputation 
was necessary to save Jen- 
ner's life. The procedure re- 
moved part of the 
multi-sport athlete's upper 
thigh, and all of her knee 
and lower leg. 

When the Air Canada 
Foundation learned of Jen- 
ner's determination to not 
only get back on her feet but 
also resume playing basket- 
ball, they decided to use 
their partnership with the 
Toronto Raptors to do some- 
thing special. 

Two weeks ago, Rose re- 
ceived a video message from 
Toronto Raptor Norman 
Powell, inviting her to be his 
and Air Canada's special 
courtside guest to watch 


pre-game practice before the 
team's Nov. 10 contest 
against the New York 
Knicks. She was then led to 
her seats by the Raptor. 

Even thought she was al- 
ready on top of the world, 
the greatest surprise was yet 
to come. 

During halftime, Jada's 
story was shown on the in- 
arena scoreboard. She was 
then given a surprise invita- 
tion to be Air Canada's guest 
on a road trip to see the Rap- 
tors rematch with the Knicks 
Feb. 9 in New York. 

"T'll never forget this day," 
said Jenner. "I didn't think 
things could get any better, 
and then all of a sudden I 
learned that I get to watch 
the Raptors play in New 
York. This gives me even 
more motivation to continue 
my own journey back to the 
court." 

After the game, Jada and 
her extended family met 
Powell, who delivered a 
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signed jersey. 

"I understand who I am 
now and all the questions 
that come with having a 
prosthetic leg and that's 
okay because I know that de- 
spite my differences I can do 
whatever I put my mind to," 
said Jenner. "My illness may 
have caused a lot of pain to 
my family but it's made me 
ten times stronger than 
ever!" 

The program, called Air 
Canada Fan Flight, is run in 
partnership with the 
Toronto Raptors and all 
seven Canadian NHL teams. 

At select games, dozens of 
Air Canada employees - from 
flight attendants to pilots to 
ramp crew - interact with 
fans and surprise inspiring 
fans like Jadarose with 
flights and tickets to see 
their favourite Canadian 
teams play on the road. At 
the Nov. 9 Raptors game, 45 
Air Canada employees were 
in attendance. 
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Air Canada game nights 
also include a 737 jet engine 
concourse display. General 
fans also have the chance to
